The problem of enforcement, he 
said, cannot be met unless the Fed- 
eral government does its part./The 
States, in his opinion, can well look 
after the home brew and blind tiger 
problems.

Pinchot on the citizens who have 
not supported the law and on in- 
efficient law enforcement. 


Politics, however, he declared, is 
chiefly responsible for the “black 
disgrace” of defiance of law. in 
State after te, he said, the bills 
of dominant 1 or 
Republican, were paid f by 
the liquor interests.

“We all know the proof of that. 
It is found in the ease with which 
great quantities of liquor are be- 
ing smuggled into this country; 
in the huge amounts of bogus 
whisky manufactured from dena- 
tured alcohol: and in the contin- 
uing sale of high-power beer from 
the breweries in truckloads and 
carload lots. 

“It tis idle to suggest that the 
‘law cannot be enforced. That the 
government of the United States, 
the most powerful nation on earth, 
with the people overwheimingly 
beside it, is powerless before a 
thousand, or a few thousand law 
breakers is simply unthinkable. 
The fact is we have never really 
tried. The essential reason why

$1.750,000 to the government, his share of the Ford Motor Company's 


profits on war contracts, 

A letter from his secretary, E. 
G. Leibold, to United States Sena- 
tor James Couzens, revealed that 
the Ford Motor 82 made a 
total net profit of 7,000,000 on 
$90,000,000 worth of contracts. 
This is the first announcement 
ever made of the Ford Motor Com- 
panys war profts. Mr. Ford owned 
only 51 per cent of the Ford Motor 
Company during the war, and ac- 
cordingly reeeived only slightly 
more than half of the $7,000,000.

Wife Says He Objected to

| That her 2 flew into a

In 1920, while in New York, 
Casparry became enraged at her, 
twisted her arm and broke one of 
her fingers, the complaint assert- 
(ed. Mrs. Casparry said her hus- 
band had been unfaithful to her 
and had choked and beat her on 
several occasions. Stories of the 
adventures of her husband and a 
manicurist and model in Les An- 
geles cafes were also recited by 
the wife. 


PLOT NURSE 

While she was ill, Casparrv con- 
epired with a nurse whom he had 
hired to make his wife miserable 
and give her the impression she 
wag not in her right mind, she 
said. The complaint stated further 
that Casparry left home in March, 
1922, saying he would not return 
until his wife had given her con- 
sent to an operation and that he 
caused her to undergo the opera- 
tion he desired some days later. 

Mra. Casparry also charged that 
her husband had her confined 
against her will in a sanitarium in 
Pasadena from November 26, 1922, 
until March 31, last, and from 
April 14 to Max last. 

The wife estimated the commu- 
nity property of the cpuple to be 
valued in excess of $50,000 and 
asked temporary alimony of $700 
a month pending the action. — 

Casparry. in an answer and 
cross-complaint to his wife's orig- 
inal suit, categorically denied 
charges similar to those in the 
amended action. He asserted there 
Was no community property; that 
while he owned $59,000 worth of 
stock in the California Rendering 
Company, his debts aggregated 
$35.000; that at present the stock 
of the company was returning no 
dividends and that his wife had 
title to more property than he.
